Ecevit says U.S. backs Turkey, 


reports military advances 


ANKARA (AP). — Turkish Prime 
Minister Bulent Ecevit said yester- 
day that the U.S. favours the Turk- 
ish plan to establish two autonomous 
regions in Cyprus. At the same time, 
he said that Turkey's offensive in 
Cyprus was “going very well.” 
After meeting with U.S. envoy 
William Macomber yesterday, the 
Prime Minister told newsmen that 
the U.S. felt “the most satisfactory 
and enduring solution to the Cyprus 
problem would be the establishment 
of two separate autonomous re- 
gions" for the Greek and Turkish 
communities on the island. 


TURKISH SUFFERING 

Bcevit said in endorsing this plan 
the U.S. had taken “into considera- 
tion the sufferings of the Turkish 
community over the years.” But he 
added, “the United States believes 
that such a solution should be 
obtained at the conference table and 
not by military action.” 

The Prime Minister said Turkey 
also preferred a peaceful solution 
and it was still willmg to return to 
the conference table, “We sought a 
different solution,” he said, referring 
to Turkey’s military action, “when 
we could find no possibilities for a 
solution at the conference table.” 


He expressed hope that successful 


Greek people support

US. lifts gold ban

WASHINGTON (AP). — A bill per- 
mitting private citizens to own gold 
next year for the first time im 42 
years was signed by President Ford 
on Wednesday.

US. may admit 
uranium imports 


WASHINGTON {AP). — The U.S. 
Atomic Energy Commission has pro- 
posed a gradual removal of its res- 
trictions which keep U.S. atomic 
power plants from using foreign 
uranium. 

The . sent Wednesday to 
the Joint Congressional Committee 
on Atomic Energy, would take effect 
45 days after approval, the commis- 
sion said. 

Under current stipulations of the 
Atomic Energy Act, the commission 
may not enrich foreign uranium for 
U.S. plants if it means that would 
harm the domestic uranium industry. 
The commission said it would keep 
an eye on uranium supplies and “take 
appropriate measures” if it appeared 
the nation was becoming too depen- 
dent on foreign uranium. 

Under the commission's plan, in- 
creasing proportions of foreign ura- 
nium could be enriched for use in 
U.S. atomic plants until the restric- 
tions are removed entirely in 1984, 
The commission would monitor im- 
ports of atomic materials headed 
for enrichment in private U.S. fa- 
cilities, 

“Utilization of some foreign ura- 
nium should not adversely affect the 
domestic producers but would rather 
serve as a supplement to domestic 
supplies and allow U.S. utilities to 
diversify their uranium sources,” the 
commission said.
